A more complete rout of an nssailing 
force has not probably taken place since the 
commencement of the war, Tho enemy's 
force had attached to it a section of tho fa 
mouaRocket Battery, which fell into our 
hands almost without a strugglo, with the 
horses, ammunition, accoutrements, and 
everything necessary to theirservice. The 
acquisition will prove a valuable ono to our 
forces at Suffolk.

bureauoratio dictation at Washington, and 
is confident that he will havo trom tho 
Government all the assistance he asks for. 


Army of the Potomac, Deo. 7.—A lady 
who camo over tho river yesterday, under 
a flog of truce, represents the condition of 
the rebel army destitute beyond description, 
and that thoy cannot possibly retain their 
position during the winter, Quito one-third 
of the army are without shoes, and hun- 
dreds aro almost whoily without clothing.

There appear to be very fow people now 
in the Northern States, who are not ready 
to admit that Mr. Chase has made a mis- 
take in issuing large amounts of paper 
money. It has done very much to increase 
the expense of the war and has made the 
burden far heavier to bear than it would 
otherwise have been, had a sounder finan- 
cial course been pursued. When this 
“paper’’ policy was inaugurated, it was 
under the idea that if a stupendous effort 
were mado, the rebellion would be crushed 
out at once. The question thus arose, how 
can the money be most speedily raised to 
defray tho expenses attendant upon. that 
effort. ‘The point was not to raise it cheap 
ly, and in such a manner that the debt 
would givo little inconvenience in the fu- 
ture; but to raise it quickly, s9 that even 
though the revenue of years were anticipa- 
ted, tho whole strength of the republic 
might be brought to eas upon the rebel- 
lious States, to swamp them at once and 
forever. That attempt failed, and the na- 
tion now foels more severely every day the 
pressure of the cumulative cousequonces of 
the war and of the financial policy adopted 
by its rulers. 

The last few months have exploded many 
false ideas, and many more are destined to 
go to their graves before the termination 
of the contest.

A Heant-Renping Ssenz,—On Thurs: 
day last, the Comet put into the hurbor of 
Garliestown, and took the ground on a sand- 
bank at 4 short distance from the quay,— 
Next day, as the tide was flowing, tive men 
wore engaged in docking the vessel, when a 
person on the quay observed that she began 
to heel over. Ag forthwith gave an alarm 
and four out of the five sueceeded in keep- 
ing clear; the fifth, a man named William 
Loch, was caught by the hull of the vessel 
as it went over, the bulwarks resting on his 
loins, leaving his head, arms, and the upper 
part of his body free. The tide was com. 
ing in rapidly, and it was known that the 
prostrate body would be submerged in the 
course of an hour if the woight of the ves- 
sel could not be shifted. In the course of 
a few minutes all the seamen, carpenters, 
and able-bodied men in Guliestowu were 
upon the spot, and an effort was made to 
Tih the vessel a few inches, but in vain; 
and by the time the water had reached the 
prostrate prisoner it was quite evident that 
his fate was sealed, ‘I'he scene which en- 
sued was truly pitible and most heart-pend- 
ing, it was witnessed by a large number of 
Spectators, among whom there was hardly 
a dry eye, The Revd. Thcmas Young 
walked into the water beside the drowning 
man, engaged in prayer, and drew his at- 
tention to thoughts belitting the sudden and 
inevitable change awaiting him. His last 
words to his companions were; “Oh take 
off my vest and cover my head, so that I 
may not see the water.’ An effort was 
made to do this, but the garment could not 
be remoyed, and his face was covered with 
a napkin, just as the tide was rising around 
him. In the course of a few minutes after 
this the cold green waves covered the body,

will be found in the fact that the foreign 
exchange business, instead of being ia the 
hands of New York bunks, is muinly done 
through foreign bouses, such as Auguste 
Beliont Duncan, Sherman & Co., Brown 
Bros, Kc. &c. ‘The operations of these firms 
are mainly directed with an eye to the con- 
dition of the English market, and should 
money tighten in London, and it become 
necessary for them to ivorease their bulan- 
ces at that end of the line, they must con- 
tract in New York, and hence make the 
market more stringent. ‘I'he banks lave 
theit hands full in affording aid to the Goy- 
éroment, and have no facilities for the for- 
eign exchange business, and the currency 
and securities of the country are now so 
much depreciated’ that no other class of 
men can compete with the foreiga bankers 
in their exchay, Therefore, with any 
adyance in the Bank of England rates, we 
may expect to see a correspondent rise in 
Gold and Sterling.

At 10 o'clock this morning, tho fog be- 
gan to clear away, but before 11 o'alock the 
air was again thick, which continued until 
2 o'clook, when it entirely disappeared.— 
At a qnarter past two the rebels opened 
with ‘all their guns posted ou the first rango 
of hills. Those guns which were posted 
on the left of the ridge were opened on the 
large body of troops which orossed on the 
two lower bridges and had formed in line 
of battle and were moving obliquely down 
the river fronting the Mattaponix. Al- 
though several of their shells exploded over 
our troops none were injured. 

Gen, Bayard’s cavalry, which crossed on 
the lower bridges, had five men killed, 
while endeavoring to ascertain the enemy's 
position. The troops which crossed below 
are sleeping on their arms to-night, the ad- 
yance being. within three-quarters of a mile 
of the Mattaponix Creek, their left resting 
on the Rappahannock, Tho enemy oc- 
cupies tho opposite side of the oreek in 
foros. 

The guns posted on tho bank this side of 
the river silenced the enemy's artillery 
after a duel of half an hour. ‘The only 
damage done by tho rebel shells thrown 
into the city was to addso much to its des- 
truction. 

‘Twenty-five of our mon were killed last 
night in the streets of the oity while driv- 
ing the rebels out, Nearly every house in 
the city has been injured by the firing of 
the past few days. Soveral splendid resi-

He lived only a 
few minutes to state that Thos, Cloary had 
inflicted the fatal stab. The knife was 
found in his pooket, and he was scen lying 
in wait for Burko's passing. 

At tho Fall Assizes for Lambton, Cleary 
*} was convicted of the murder, though a bly 

defended by Henry Eccles, Esq., Q. O., of

that purpose, The Jury recommended him 
to meroy, on the grounds, itis said, that the

After this he was put in irons for awhile, 
as ho was considered dangerous, but they 
were discontinued when the cxcitement 
wore partially off. He barely ate enough to 
sustain life, and his sleep was troubled, rest- 
less, and unrefreshing. His appearance had 
nothing of the murderer in it, and those 
who knew him before his dreadful crime 
speak of him as a cheerful, kind, quiet and 
inoffensive man, 

THE EXECUTION,

SMALL-POX, | 
It should be distinctly kept before the 
minds of the people that vaccination is an 
almost porfeot preventive of small-pox until 
the ago of puborty, (say fifteen,) but 
after that time it becomes less and less effi- 
cucious until twenty-five, when the system 
becomes less susceptible to the disease up 
to thirty-five, when tho predisposition to 
small-pox seems to dio out ultogethor.— 
The specific inference is; every child ought 
to be ré-vaccinated on entering the fifteenth 
year; " : 
‘To show the preventive power of vacci- 
nation, statistics prove that before vaccina- 
tion, or even inoculation, was practised or 
known in Boston, to wit, 1721 (the yoar 
of its first trial in England by Lady Mary 
Wortly Montague on her own duughter,) 
one half of the entire populstion lay sick of 
the disease at the time, and one out of overy 
twenty-seven died of it —which, at the same 
rato, would kill over thirty thousand per- 
sons in New York city alone—while the 
total deaths from all causes in a single year 
were less than twenty-three thousand. In 
1762 forty-six persons out of every hundred 
in Boston, had smallpox at ‘the same 
time, But a fow years later, when vacoina- | 
tion was generally practised, inuny city 
physicians did not see a single case of small: | 
pox in Boston, . During that time the law 
was, that any person having small.pox 
should’be ut once conveyed to a house for 
that purpose, removed from all other habi- 
tations; but in 1838, that law was repealed, 
From this cause, together with a growing 
inattention to vaccination, the influx of 
foreigners, and the more crowded condition 
of dwollings, small pox is becoming moro 
common; and ninety persons died of’ small- 
pox the vory year after the above law was 
repealed, and three hundred and eighteon 
died’of it during the twenty-one mouths 
ending October, 1860. ‘There ought to be 
4 law compelling vaccination within a your

Fredericksburgh, Deo. 12, 1862. 
1 have several times desoribed what Fred- 
erickaburgh was; what Frodoricksburgh ts 
you haye also learned by telegraph in advance 
of the mail. The city has not only been in 
part burned but ruined beyond almost all 
ope of recovery, All who passed through 
the village of Sharpsburgh two days after 
the battle of Antictam, thought it would be 
almost impossible to make a town look more 
desolate and forsaken, but the appearance 
of Sharpsburgh as compared with that of 
Fredericksburgh is comely and pleasant, Af- 
ter the severe cannonading of yesterday, it 
seems to havo been generally understood 
that the city would have been given up to 
pillo © upon the occupation of our troops. 
The leading citizens have long been known 
as the most bittor and malignant Rebels in 
the State, and to have had much to du in 
carrying Virginia out of the Union, in spite 
of an honest and overwhelming vote to the 
contrary. ‘Tho ladies of Fredericksburgh, 
especially, wero spiteful and venomous to 
such a degree that one almiost forgot to re- 
cognize them as women, Our soldiers last 
Spring were subjected to considerable insults, 
In several instances thoy were poisoned, or 
at least made dangerously sick, by the water 
they drank and the food they obtained of 
the citizens, They were called hirelings, 
thieves, State Prison birds, and low-bred 
Yankees, to their facea, In no city in Vir- 
ginia were our soldicrs treated with such in- 
dignities, Itis not strange, therefore, that 
there was a disposition on the part of our 
soldiers to treat the city somewhat moro 
harshly than had been their wont in occupy- 
ing the towns of Virginia. It was well 
known, too, that upon the approach of 
Burnside at the head of the Army of the 
Potomac the leading ladics besought Gen, 
Lee on their knees not to surrender the 
city to the low-lived Yankees, and preferred 
that it should be shelled, sacked, and burned 
rather than it should full into their hands. 
But notwithstanding all their insults our 
Generals, simply for the preservation of dis- 
cipline among the troops, would not have 
countenanced pillage had not the leading 
mansions been occupied by rebel sharpshoot- 
ers, who shot down our soldiers without 
giving them an opportunity to fuirly return 
the fire. Strange indeed would it have been 
if we had allowed these brick and stone for- 
tresses to remain standing monuments over 
the graves ofour bravo soldiers, But to-day 
these fine mansions aro not standing, A 
heap of smouldering embers is all that re- 
mains of them, Others less osteutations in 
their style of architecture, aro riddled and 
torn with shotand shell; the bedding ripped 
and stripped, taken into the streets, and 
trodden under foot ; elegant chinaware and 
cutlery, choice libraries of books, rare works 
of art, are heaped together in the streets and 
are scrambled for as trophies, The old 
mansion of Douglass Gordon—perbaps the 
Wealthiest citizen in the villey—is now used 
as the headquarters of Gen. Howard, but bo- 
fore he occupied it, every room had been 
tom with shot, and then all the elegant fur- 
niture and works of art broken and smashed 
by the soldicrs, who burst into the house af: 
ter having driven tho rebel sharp-shooters 
from bebind it. Wheo I entered it, carly 
this morning, before its occupation by Gen, 
Howard, T found tho soldiers of his fine di- 
Vision diverting themselves with the rich 
dresses found in the wardrobes; some had 
on bonnets of the fashion of lust year, and 
Were surveying themselves before mirrors, 
which on hour or two afterwards were pitch- 
ed out of the window and smashed to pieces 
upon the pavement; others had elegant 
searfs bound around their heads in the form 
of turbans, and shawls around their Waists 
after tho fushion of the Turks. What I 
saw in this mansion was repoated in nearly 
every one which the flanics had not destroy- 
ed. It is but truth to say that the wealthy 
citizens of Fredericksburgh possessed some- 
thing more than wealth, und of much great- 
er moral culture, T doubt if there is a vil- 
lage in New England which possesses more 
choice private libraries than did Fredericke-

Capture of the California Steamer Ariet 
by the Alabama—$12,000 in Tressure, 
Several eee ohn and 130 U.S. 
Marines Captu 
Panama, Deo. 15,—The stoamship Ariel 

reached Aspinwall on Friday night, the 

20th inst, hare been overha by the 

Alabama on the 7th instant off Cuba, and 

taken to Jamaica, 

The Ariel was detained for two and a half 
days and then released, after her captors 
had taken out $12,000 in specie on freight 
for Nicaragua, the property of two South- 
ern men, and some boota and shoes. ‘The 
officers of the Alabama also made prisoners 
of and disarmed Captain Sarteri, U. S. N., 
who was coming out to take command of 
the Oyane; Capt. Garland, of the Marine 
Corps, en route for Mare Islund, California 
and some other United States officers, ani 
130 marines; and after taking all their 
equipments, including all their side arms, 
released them on parole, 

Tt was at first contemplated by Capt. 
Semmes to burn the Ariel, but in considera- 
tion of the number of helpleas women and 
children on board, he allowed her to proceed 
on her voyage after taking bonds from Uapt. 
Jones for $260,000. ‘The passengors de- 
nounce their treatment and accommoda- 
tions on the Ariel, as most abominable and 
disgraceful, and would gladly have seen her 
burnt had there been any othor way of 
reaching their destination. It appears that 
Capt. Semmes was looking for the steamer 
Champion when he fell in with the Ariel. 
Before overtaking the Ariel, Capt. Semmes 
fired a blank cartridge at her, and after- 
wards a shell, which struck hor foremast, 
nearly cutting it in two. :

Wo observo that the /ntelligences attempts 
to escape froin this conclusion by Alating that 
the Interpretation Act applies only jto such 
Acts as aro for the Wrovince of Canada—that 
are common to both Provinces only, and haye 
no reference to (he Statutes whieh apply to 
the Upper or Tower Province excluslvély,— 
Had our contemporary been more familiar 
with the decisions of our Courts, he would 
not have falion into (hi crror. ‘There is no 
doubt that the Interpretation Act applies to 
the Statutes of each section of the Province, 
as well a8 to those cormmon to both, 

Tn addition to this we may remark, that 
without the Act referred to it would ‘be im- 
possible to Know what the word Holiday in- 
In the Statutes of Upper Canada wo 
find nothing relating to it except a clause in 
the Common Law Procedure Act, and ano- 
ther in the Actin reference to Bills of Ex- 
change and Promissory Notes. he days 
therein named are not inade general holidays 
by the Acts in question, but are only non~ 
juridical days for the purposes therein speci- 
fied. It is also a strong inference that the 
authors of the Municipal Act especially in- 
tended that the Elections should not take 
place upon Epiphany, inasmuch as that is the 
only holiday that could intervenu. It is true 
that the Act makes special provision about 
Sunday, which was quite superfluous, as it is 
not within the bounds of possibility that Sun 
day should follow Monday, Such a provision 
does more credit to the orthodox morality 
than to the common sense of our Logishatuge. 

Our opinion is therefore against tho legality 
of holdiug the Municipal Elections on ‘l'uesday, 
It isa matter of soine importance, and we 
trust our ‘own authorities will look into it 
bofore comming to a decision.
